We have pur- 
chased two new hatchers, which give us a 
total of four new hatchers and one remodeled 
hatcher. All the setters have been recondi- 
tioned. 

The new hatchery will be, we think, the 
best equipped hatchery in the South. It will 
have an egg cooler room, an egg grading and 
processing room, a chick grading room, and a 
separate clean-up room. The setters and hatch- 
ers will be in separate rooms, which is a great 
improvement over the former hatchery build- 
ing on Roberts Street. Upstairs there will be 
plenty of room for storage and for setting up 
baby chick boxes and storing egg cases. 

The entire operation has been planned so 
that there will be a minimum of wasted mo- 
tion, and labor can be utilized to the fullest 
capacity. 

The directors are confident that this new 
hatchery building will give us a better per- 
centage of hatchability and will make the op- 
eration of the hatchery more profitable. A 
formal opening for the hatchery is planned 
some time in November.

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MANAGED HUNTS 

Thinking of going hunting? Lots 
of others are, too. These crisp 

iys and cold nights make the 
hunting fever 
rise. During 
the second 
week in July, 
I received a 
letter request- 
ing deer hunt- 
ing informa- 
tion. They 
have come in 
steadily since 
then. 

Now that 
the managed 
hunts have been announced, you 
may have noticed the few changes. 
Two new wilderness hunts are of- 
fered; one in Lost Cove on the 
Flat Top area and the other on 
the Middle Prong of Sherwood. 
Some people apparently don’t un- 
derstand the purpose of wilder- 
ness hunts. A recent letter asked 
about getting a car and trailer to 
the Lost Cove wilderness camp. 
Any area accessible by car will 
not be set up as a wilderness hunt. 
This is only for very inaccessible 





areas. The Lost Cove hunt is a 
good example. Jeeps or logging 
trucks can drive to within two 
miles of the camp. Our plan is 
to pick up hunters at the check- 
ing station in a state-owned 1% 


ton truck and transport them to 
the end of the road. The last two 
miles the hunters will have to walk 








and a local farmer will be on hand 
to haul gear on a horse-drawn 
sled. 


BEAR AND BOAR STILL HUNT 

A bear and boar still hunt is 
offered for the first time. Part of 
Bear Creek and all of the Slick 
Rock watershed on the Santeetlah 
area will be closed to dog hunting 
and still hunting on a daily basis 
will be allowed. Open dates are 
October 20 and 27 and November 
3 and 10. Regulations covering 
hunting hours, guns, fees, etc., will 
be the same as on the other big 
game still hunts. 


Other Still Hunts 


The other big game still hunts 
have changed very little. Appli- 
cations in advance are needed on 
Uwharrie, Pisgah, Mt. Mitchell, 
and Daniel Boone, and this for the 
first day only. All other areas, and 
those named above after the first 
day, are open on a daily basis with 
no quota. 


Hunting Prospects 

Starting with deer, I would pick 
Fires Creek, Standing Indian, Mt. 
Mitchell, and Flat Top. There is 
one of the heaviest mast crops I’ve 
ever seen on Fires Creek this year 
and both hog and deer sign are 
abundant. Standing Indian has 
more deer than ever before 
but does not have the mast that 
Fires Creek has. Mt. Mitchell al- 
ways produces a good kill. Curtiss 
Creek, on the McDowell County

1is wil! be a familiar sight to all hunters this fall. There are many 


unting prospects this fall as the above article indicates. 


side of the Mitchell area looks 
excellent this year. The kill there 
has built up steadily for several 
years. The new wilderness hunt 
should help Flat Top and more 
record breaking bucks should re- 
sult. Sherwood has prospects for 
a heavy kill and Rich Laurel ap- 
parently has considerably more 
deer than were present last year. 
The Pisgah Preserve suffered from 
disease last year but there still 
appears to be a large number of 
deer present. Wayah has a good 
mast crop and the kill should be 
much better than last season. 


For wild boar, your best pros- 
pects are one of the Santeetlah 
still hunts. A good kill of wild hogs 
should be made on both Fires 
Creek and Standing Indian. These 
hogs are not European boar but 
many have a little of this blood 
and show some of the character- 
ist.cs. 


Squirrel hunting prospects are 
just “middlin’ ” in the management 
areas. You always find squirrels 
where the mast is located. A good 
crop of hickory nuts may make the 
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difference this year. There are 
more acorns west of Asheville than 
east of it and squirrel hunting 
should be better in that direction. 


Grouse have apparently been on 
the low of the cycle for the last 
two years, in many places tand- 
ing Indian has been disappointing 
for this period. It was formerly 
one of our best grouse producers 
and will be again. Sherwood has 
propects for top grouse 
this season.

Again I want to emphasize that 
one of the objects in the 
heavy schedule of small game 
hunts is to allow big game hunt- 
ers a chance to look the woods 
over and find a good stand. You: 
chances of making a kill are in- 
finitely better if you have a good 
stand picked out ahead.

October is one of the most color- 
ful months in the year when all 
plants and trees taking part in 
this color drama, put on their most 
brilliant hues just before the cur- 
tain goes down for the winter sea- 
son. Its “bright blue” weather, 
too, makes it an ideal month to be 
out of doors, and incidentally, get 
in some real garden work before 
winter sets in. 


Spring - bulb planting, which 
started in September reaches its 
peak in October with daffodils and 
tulips, the favorites. By getting 
some of the different varieties of 
each—(early, midseason and late) 
you can extend the blooming 
period over many weeks. The main 
thing is not to let the month go by 
without putting in a few new 
bulbs. To make it more interest- 
ing, try to work out some spring 
borders with groupings of bulbs 
and plants that bloom at the same 
time—such as red tulips, blue 
phlox divaricata, and yellow pan- 
sies, or single blue hyancinths and 
yellow alyssum (basket of gold). 
Many other pleasing combinations 
may be worked out with the vari- 
ous bulbs and early blooming 
perennials and biennials. 

There are a number of hardy 
annual seeds that can be sown in 
the fall as a ground cover for bulbs 
or in other borders in the garden, 
such as Chinese forget-me-not, 
Virginia stock annual _ Baby’s 
breath, Baby Blue Eyes (Nemo- 
phyla) and single Shirley poppies. 
The double poppies, larkspur and 
ragged-robins or corn flowers are 
better planted in beds to them- 
selves later in the month or in 
November. 


As to the perennial border, this 
is really the last month for divid- 
ing and transplanting large clumps 
of perennials, as they need to get 
established before hard freezing 
weather. The general rule is to 
divide in the fall all spring- 
blooming perennials, with the ex- 
ception of a few like pyrethrum, 
coral bells and shasta daisies, 
which prefer spring planting. As 
the stalks of the perennials die 
down, they may be cut back, and 
the border cleaned of any. trash 
for good garden sanitation helps 
to rid the garden of many insects 
and diseas Mulches should not 
be put on until ground freezes. 
After frost has put an end to the 
annuals. fall-cleaning starts in 
earnest. All dead flower stalks 
should be pulled up or cut off, and 


in areas wher: annuals are planted

by themselves, the space should 
be spaded up, manure or compost 
worked in, and left rough for 
winter conditioning. 

The first leaves falling in Au- 
tumn should remind you to start 
a compost pile, which should be a 
major job for the month. There 
are various methods suggested for 
making a compost pile, but the 
procedure need not be complicated. 
Just find an out of the way spot 
(inclosed with wire if you wish) 
in which you can dump your 
leaves, grass clippings and vege- 
table refuse, which furnish organic 
material for your compost. You 
will want alternate layers of this, 
material plus soil and manure, 
with a sprinkling of super phos- 
phate, ground limestone and a 
complete fertilizer to hasten de- 
cay. One writer suggest that for 
each 5 bushels of material, one 
pound of a complete fertilizer and 
% lb. of ground limestone should 
be added. 

The whole pile should be kept 
moist and turned at least once a 
season to further speed up the de- 
caying process. Once you have ex- 
perienced the use cf good compost 
in your garden, you will never be 
without it. 

The other major job of the 
month is storage of the summer- 
flowering bulbs and tubers. This 
should require much thought and 
care, in order to learn the storage 
needs of each. Before hard frost, 
dig or bring in all real tender 
bulbs such as tuberous begonias, 
caladiums, tuberoses, and Peruvian 
daffodils. The last two should be 
stored dry in a temperature of at 
least 60°, for if chilled, they will 
not bloom the next year. 


Dahlias, gladiolus, cannas, and 
montbretias are left in the ground 
until after killing frost, and then 
dug, cured, and stored in a cool 
temperature from 40° - 50°. 

Dahlias are more difficult to 
keep in good condition during the 
winter, and various methods are 
suggested, like placing them in 
sand or vermiculite. I have found 
that if each clump is wrapped in 
newspaper and placed in a bushel 
basket lined with newspapers, and 
placed in a cool cellar, they come 
through very well. If you find 
they are dying out too much, they 
may have to be sprinkled with 
water later in the winter. 

“Glads” will need to be dusted 
with a 5% D.D.T. dust before stor- 
ing to kill any thrip harboring on 
them.

Freezing Younger Birds 

When younger birds—broilers, 
fryers or roasters—are big enough 
for table use, it is often economical 
to freeze and store them. 

Prepare them carefully, chill 
promptly, and freeze as soon as 
cold 

ROASTERS. Prepare bird as for 
cooking. Tie legs and wings tight 
to body to save storage space. 
Package chilled bird in moisture- 
vapor-resistant wrapping material. 
A flexible canvas hammock helps 
to press wrapping tight against 
bird and prevents slipping. Fold 
securely, pressing to drive out air. 
Heat-seal the ends, or snugly tie 
them, or seal with cold storage 
tape. Tie in stockinette. 

BROILERS. Remove head and 
feet from dressed bird. Cut along 
the backbone, open, and take out 
entrails. Cut bird in two along 
breastbone. Wash well, dry, and 
chill quickly. Place halves together 
with two pieces of cellophane be- 
tween them. Package like roasting 
chickens. 

FRYERS — Prepare dressed 
chickens for frying. Wash, dry, and 
chill. Insert each piece in a fold of 
cellophane and pack tightly in a 
carton or package that can be heat- 
sealed. Use medium-sized or small 
packages to suit family needs. 

GIBLETS. Giblets are best used 
fresh. If they are to be frozen, 
clean, wash, dry, and chill them. 
Put in a separate package for 
freezing.

Special stamps, inks, labels, and 
tape are made for labeling. 

PACKAGE. Be sure that cello- 
phane or other wrapping materials 
are moisture-vapor-resistant. 

FREEZE AND STORE. Keep 
packages of chicken in a refrigera- 
tor until all are ready for freez- 
ing. Freeze as soon as possible. 

If you take packaged food to a 
locker, wrap in newspapers or use 
an insulated box, to help keep it 
cold on the way. Have food frozen 
in fast-freezing room if available, 
before placing in your locker. 

If you have a home freezer, be 
sure temperature in the freezing 
compartment if 0° F. or lower. 
Place packages against freezing 
plates or coils, spacing them so air 
can move between them. 

Remember that large or heavily 
wrapped packages take longer to 
freeze than those of medium size 
with only enough wrapping to pro-

Animal Husbandry Department

In judging livestock the judge is 

attempting to select individuals 
that are showing the most excel- 
lence for the purpose for which 
they are intended as far as can be 
determined by the eye at the time 
they are shown. 

In the case of steers those traits 
are looked for which would make 
for rapid, efficient gains as well as 
those which indicate the steer will 
produce a carcass showing a high 
degree of excellence. Breeding ani- 
mals in addition to showing merit 
as meat producers must show evi- 
dence of reproductive efficiency, 
sufficient ruggedness to indicate 
ability to withstand adverse condi- 
tions and to have a long produc- 
tive life. They must also show the 
characteristics of the breed. 

GUIDING CHARACTERISTICS 

Admittedly it is not possible to 
accurately compare the merit of all 
animals being shown in all these 
traits by merely looking at them, 
but certain characteristics can be 
used as a guide. For example, sex 
character as indicated by femi- 
ninity in a cow and masculinity in 
a bull is an indication that the ani- 
mal will be able to reproduce reg- 
ularly. These traits could not have 
developed in the individual if the 
sex glands were not functioning. 

As an indication of ability to 
make rapid efficient gains a judge 
looks at size for age, amount of 
bone and feed capacity. Here rec- 
ords on actual rate of gain as ob- 
tained in performance tests give a 
much accurate measure of 
gaining ability than can be obtain- 
ed by merely looking at the ani- 
mal; however, the above traits are 
usually associated with good 
growth performance. It is well 
known that small, refined, ex- 
tremely short cattle do not gain as 
rapidly as cattle with more bone, 
ruggedness and scale. We are all 
aware that we can get our cattle 
too refined and small and that 
we can also get them too large, 
coarse and slow maturing. The 
present trend in cattle breeding is 
to get away from the small type 
and to take more size and scale, 
but to avoid sacrificing too much 
in quality or early maturity. Many 
of the larger type, coarse boned 
cattle will not produce finished 
carcasses at the weights demanded 
today. The demand is continually 
growing for light weight, (1000 
Ibs. or less) well finished cattle. 
The present high price on heavy 
cattle can be misleading. It hap- 
pens that there is a short supply 
of heavy cattie at present as a re- 
sult of unfavorable returns on 
them last y but the total de-

mand for this kind of cattle is 
rather limited compared to the de- 
mand for lighter weight cattle. 
HIGH QUALITY FINISH 
IMPORTANT 

The ability to lay on a smooth 
high quality finish is determined 
in the show ring by the finish the 
animal possesses at the time shown. 
Admittedly it is not economical to 
put a high degree of finish on 
breeding animals, but this is the 
best indication we have of fleshing 
ability. When a breeding animal 
comes into the ring that isn’t carry- 
ing the right finish the judge can- 
not determine whether the lack of 
finish is due to the fact the animal 
is a poor feeder or whether it is 
due to the fact it hasn’t had enough 
feed to show what it can do. Any 
cattlemen who have fed a group of 
steers knows there is a lot of dif- 
ference in the rate at which indi- 
vidual animals finish. With breed- 
ing animals it is important to stay 
away from the kind that will not 
finish readily. 

Knowledge on how a good ani- 
mal should look is very important 
to a breeder of cattle. In addition, 
we are finding more and more in- 
terest on the part of good cattle- 
men in knowing more about what 
their animals will do in addition to 
how they look. This of course ne- 
cessitates records so that animals 
can be compared just as speed is 
obtained on race horses or pounds 
of milk produced is obtained on 
dairy cattle. These records are not 
simple in the case of beef cattle as 
we need a measure of several traits 
including conformation, ability to 
finish at the desired weight, re- 
productive efficiency, milking abil- 
ity, rate of gain and feed efficiency. 
However, obtaining records that 
will permit overall improvement in 
the productivity of a herd is not as 
difficult as it might appear. If we 
consider the economically import- 
ant traits, rate and economy of 
gain, it has been shown that these 
traits are highly heritable. This 
means that progress can be made 


if adequate records are kept to pick 
out the breeding animals that are 
superior in this respect. Type or 
conformaticn must be given ade- 
quate consideration with rate of 
gain to avoid losing ground on this 
trait. Sufficient data has been ob- 
tained to show that progress can be 
made in selecting for both rate of 
gain and conformation at the same 
time. 

From the standpoint of breed- 
ing, more productive beef cattle 
performance records have proven
